NOTIFICATION 

CUSTOMS 

Ne · Del the 26th October 1967 
9 . O . 8262 .- - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 25 
of the Customs Act , 1962 (52 of 1962) , the Central Government being satisfted that 
it is necessary in the public interest so to do , hereby exempts the goods mentioned 
below from the whole of the duty of customs levlable thereon under the First 
Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934 ) , and the additional duty levi 
able thereon under section 2A of the second mentioned Act, when imported into 
India by any person of Indian origin who has hitherto been a permanent resident 
in Uganda , Kenya or Tanzania and who now wishes to repatriate to India , for 
permanent settlement: 
(1) one motor car for each family if that car was in the use of the repatriate 

either as owner thereof or as a partner or a director of a partnership 
concern or company, as the case may be in Uganda , Kenya or 
Tanzania for not less than one year before the date of his arrival in 

India, 
( ii ) bonafide family Jewellery not exceeding sixteen thousand rupees in value 

for each family , 
(iii ) gold not exceeding one hundred and seventy five grammes in weight 

for each family , subject to the provisions of Part XII - A of the 
Defence of India Rules, 1982, 
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( iv )- goods Intt unsold not exceeding sixteen thousand rupees in value by 

the repatriale being a dealer in such goods if they are certified as his 

genuine stock -in -trade by the Indian High Commission concerned , 
( v ) machinery and industrial apparatus in the use of the repatriate , if the 

same is of a cottage industry type and not exceeding sixteen thousand 

rupees in value, 
( vi ) in the case of a repatriate from Zanzibar, the first sixteen thousand 

rupees worth of cloves for each family imported from that country : 
Provided that , 
( a ) the pass - port of the repatriate is endorsed by the Indian High Com 

mission concerned to the effect that he is a bonafide repatriate , 
(b ) the goods were in the possession of the repatriate before his 

departure for India , and 
( c ) the goods are imported within four months of the arrival of the 

repatriate or within such extended period as the Collector of 

Customs may in any particular case allow . 
Explanation . For the purposes of this notification family " means a repatriate s 
wite or husband residing with and wildlly dependent on the repatriate and 
includes , the children , the parents, sisters and brothers residing with and wholly 
dependent upon the repatriate . 

2. This notification shall remain in force up to and inclusive of the 31st 
December, 1968 .
